PARIS (#—France’s third atom- 
ic test explosion Tuesday set off 
sharp criticism of the French 
drive to become a world nuclear 
power. 


The Soviet news agency Tass 
said the blast in the Sahara was 
a blow to disarmament hopes and 
defied the wishes of the United 
Nations. Communist East Ger- 
many called the test ‘‘a crime 
against humanity.” 


Japan, the onl, nation ever hit 
by wartime atom bombing, pre- 
pared a formal protest as it did 
after the first test Feb. 13 and the 
second April 1. 


Scientists said the device was 
smaller than the-first two. French 
sources reported the latest test is 
designed to help build tactical nu- 
clear bombs and the atomic trig- 
ger for the big hydrogen bomb. 
But officials indicated France still 
hes not perfected an operational 
weapon.

Belgium Calls ‘Troops 
From NATO to Quell 


Reds Back 
Protests by 


Socialists

BRUSSELS (UPI) — Convoys 
of Belgian combat troops raced 
back to Belgium Tuesday from 
their North Atlantic Treaty Or- 


ganization bases in Germany to 
deal with growing violence in a 
Socialist-led strike aimed at over- 
throwing the government. 


Belgium’s small but militant 
Communist party joined the Social- 
ists Tuesday night in backing the 
strike, protesting the recall of 
troops and accusing the govern- 
ment of the ‘‘arbitrary arrests of 
workers, militant strikers and ar- 
bitrary seizures of newspapers.”’ 


CLASH WITH POLICE 

Strikers clashed with police in 
the heart of Brussels in the first 
major violence of the week-old 
strike. Rioting was reported in 
Namur where one policeman was 
injured and strikers were report- 
ed on a rampage in many other 
cities. 

King Baudouin was reported to 
be preparing to cut short his hon- 
eymoon in southern Spain with 
Queen Fabiola and return to Brus- 
sels to try to end the growing 
crisis that has flared into open 
insurrection. 


UTILITIES CUT OFF 

The strike was called by the 
Socialist Opposition Party against 
the government of Premier Gas- 
ton Eyskens, a (Catholic) Social 
Democrat, for his austerity pr o- 
gram aimed at recouping the 
grievous financial losses brought 
on by granting independence to 
the Congo. Public utilities and 
services as well as commercial 
establishments were hit by the 
strike. 3 

The Socialists fear the govern- 
ment will cut off the social bene- 
fits they have worked to gain for 
years. 

The clash in downtown Brus- 
sels occurred in front of Socialist 
Party headquarters when strikers 
tried to stop all traffic, including 
street cars. Police moved in when 
the strikers hauled a motorman 
from street car and ripped down 
the trolley from the wire. 


They clashed briefly and with- 
out casualties and then several 
hundred strikers began parading 
through the city, followed closely 
by mounted policemen. Traffic 
was snarled and merchants closed 
the iron shutters which protect 
the front of their buildings. 


Some demonstrators threw fire- 
crackers at the feet of the police 
horses but the police made no

ITEMIZES 16 GOALS 


Emmerich itemized 16 projects, 
including $2 million for a new 
county office .building.or -court- 
house. The other projects, ranging 
in cost from $100,000 to $3.5 mil- 
lion, included roads, water mains, 
sewers, an incinerator, parks and 


swimming pools, and _ various 
county buildings. 
Noting that capital improve- 


ments usually require bond issues, 
Emmerich said the needs he listed 
should be studied in the light of 
how much bonded indebtedness 
DeKalb’s tax structure can Carry. 
He pointed out that the tax di- 
gest will increase $50 million next 
year due to tax equalization. 


COURTHOUSE NEEDS 

The capital improvements were 
part of along list of. “major 
areas of concern” ticked off by 
Emmerich to the 200 persons who 
attended the dinner. One of these 
was a new courthouse, which was 
denied funds in a 1956 DeKalb 
bond referendum. 


‘“‘We must find a proper solu- 
tion to our courthouse problem,” 
said Emmerich, recalling that 
suggestions have included keep- 
ing the present courthouse, en- 
larging it, and abandoning it for 
a new building. He did not indi- 
cate which solution he favors. 


Emmerich proposed that county 
commissioners meet monthly with 
mayors of DeKalb’s 10 munici- 
palities. 


“We shall be asked often, 
‘Would it not be better to have 
one large city of DeKalb?’,” the 
new commission chairman said. 

Emmerich also said DeKalb 
must maintain close ties with At- 
lanta.

He also selected Rex Whitton 
of Jefferson City, Mo., a 40-year 
veteran of Missouri highway con- 
struction, to be the federal high- 
way administrator, charged with 
a multi-billion-dollar state and 
federal highway construction pro- 
gram to meet the needs of con- 
stantly increasing automobile 
traffic. 


PROGRESS REPORTED 


Substantial progress was re- 
ported from two days Of confer- 
ences aimed at accelerating the 
space exploration program to 
catch up with the Soviet scien- 
tists, and also to strengthen the 
diplomatic representation of the 
United States abroad.

SECOND BOMB FOUND 

Police removed residents from 
a 10-block area around the power 
plant, Havana’s biggest, when a 
second unexploded bomb was 
found. A similar explosion at the 
plant a few weeks ago knocked 
out Havana’s power supply for 48 
hours. 


A dense cloud of smoke floated 
over the Tallapiedra plant on the 
Havana waterfront following the 
explosion. Police placed a heavy 
guard around the adjoining gas 
main. 


Most of the persons wounded in 
the store explosion were holiday 
shoppers. They were hit by flying 
glass and plaster. Damage to the 
store was not heavy. 


STORE NATIONALIZED 


The Flogar store was national- 
ized by the government last Oc- 
tober, and its owner, Florentino 
Garcia, committed suicide. 


Police and emergency crews 
rushed to the bomb scene. The 
injured were taken to the Cor- 
rales station for emergency treat- 
ment. 


The Flogar store after it was 
seized was noted for the fact it 
prominently displayed a sign read- 
ing “‘the customer is always right 
—except when he speaks against 
the revolution.”’ The slogan re- 
peated an admonition voiced to 
store workers by Premier Castro. 
BUDGET DEFICIT 

Cuba meanwhile was reported 
planning an estimated one-billion 
peso national budget for 1961, 
heavily dependent on pledged aid 
from Communist countries. (The 
peso, formerly on a par with the 
dollar, now is traded at around 
35 U.S. cents). 


Authoritative sources said the 
budget would emphasize industrial 
and agricultural expansion. It 
was expected to be approved this 
week. 

The proposed budget would 
compare with the 1958 budget of 
$340 million, last to be drown up 
by the ousted Fulgencio Bastista 
regime. The Cuban peso then was 
on a par with the dollar. 


(This year’s 700-million peso Cu- 
ban budget is reported to have a 
deficit ranging to more than 300- 
thousand pesos, according to fi- 
nancial sources in New York).

WASHINGTON (AP) — Admin- 
istration sources said Tuesday 
that President Eisenhower plans 
to ask Congress for about $4 bil- 
lion for foreign aid next year, al- 
though aid officials have request- 
ed a much higher amount. 


The total is slightly less than 
Eisenhower south this year. 


The informants said foreign aid 
units had sent to Eisenhower's 
Budget Bureau a request for $5.5 
billion in the fiscal year starting 
next July 1. 


The New York Times, which or- 
iginally reported the cutback, said 
the bureau lopped off $1.5 billion 
despite “‘urgent State department 
appeals for an increase to meet 
pressing needs in South Asia, Lat- 
in America and Africa.” 


What importance the amount Ei- 
senhower’s new “id request will 
have is problematical. The $5.5- 
billion request was prepared un- 
der the supervision of Undersecre- 
tary of State Douglas Dillon, who 
will be secretary of the Treasury 
department in the new Kennedy 
administration which can fix its 
own figure. Congress will have the 
final say anyway.

U.S. to Lend 
Millions to 


Yugoslavia 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
United States Tuesday promised 
to lend Yugoslavia $100 million 
for a sweeping currency and trade 
reform designed to bring that 
Communist Balkan country eco- 
nomically to the West. 


The International Monetary Fund 
is putting up another $75 million 
in other national currencies for 
the project. A group of European 
countries will extend another $100 
million in credits. 


TO LOWER BARRIERS 


As part of the agreement. Yugo- 
slavia will liberalize her import 
controls and turn to tariff princi- 
ples favored by the United States 
and other Western countries. 


A State department announce- 
ment said the agreement “will 
serve to integrate Yugoslavia 
more closely with the (Western) 
international econemy.” 


SINGLE EXCHANGE RATE 
Under the agreement, which 
has been in negotiation for nearly 
nine months, Yugoslavia will 
adopt a single exchange rate of 
750 dinars to the dollar.

49-Death Fire Blamed 
On Sloppiness. by Navy 


NEW YORK (#—City Fire Commissioner Edward 
F’. Cavanagh Jr. Tuesday accused the Navy of “messy, 
deplorable and sloppy” housekeeping before the fire that 
took 49 lives aboard the aircraft carrier Constellation. 


Cavanagh delivered a 24-hour 
tirade before a Navy court of in- 
quiry against conditions found 
aboard the vessel. 


He said that if a factory or oth- 
er building in New York City had 
been found in such condition ‘‘we 
would have ordered it vacated.”’ 


“We. would have ordered work 
stopped and the premises cleaned 
up,” Cavanagh said. “We have 
shut up buildings after finding 
conditions not as bad as existed 
on this vessel.” 


The commissioner said there is 
no support for the statement that 
19 was a 
million-to-one chance. 


On the contrary, he said, the 
huge carrier nearing completion 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard had 
been ‘‘a fully loaded bomb which 
needed only ignition.” 

Cavanagh added he was only 
surprised that the fire hadn't hap- 
pened sooner. 


Cavanagh told the court it would 
have cost the Navy $12,000 to im- 


pregnate its wooden staging with 
a fire retardant. 


This, he said, would have re- 
duced the extent of the fire con- 
siderably. The original oil fire 
from a tank of diesel fuel was put 
out in half an hour, the commis- 
sioner said, but firemen fought a 
wood fire for many more hours. 


Introducing photographs taken 
by the fire department to back up 
his charges, Cavanagh said: 
Large numbers of cigaret butts 
and matches in many compart- 
ments of the ship showed there 
was no enforcement of no-smok- 
ing rules.

The Atomic Test 


We coast along assuming some good 
fairy will somehow guarantee us against 
atomic war. Yet the fairy’s wand is not 
working at all. 


The new French explosion underlines 
it. The nuclear thud on the African desert 
came almost as an echo to disclosure that 
Israel is building an atomic pile in the 
Negev—not, it says, to build a bomb— 
and Nasser Egypt’s responding threat of 
war. 

As long as the United States and Rus- 
sia had nuclear weapons, the rules of 
the power balance applied in the world. 
They no longer apply. Sweden, like 
Israel, is known to be advancing in 
atomic research. France has joined Brit- 
ain as an admitted possessor of the 
bomb. 

This spreading ownership of the bomb 
has naturally taken control of the bomb 
out of our hands and Russia’s. Yet we 
have not acted to stop the spread. The 
last American initiative, to share atomic 
weapon control with our NATO allies, 
instead invited Russia to do the same 
with her allies—including China. When 
control of the weapons is spread, danger 
of their use multiplies. 

It is no longer merely wishful to de- 
pend on some fairy’s wand to wave away 
the danger; it is grievously foolish. The 
greatest test of the Kennedy administra- 
tion will be its ability to halt the run- 
away of the nuclear monster and to start 
toward some sort of control.

Fireworks Play Havoc 
Under Inadequate Law 


At no time has the weakness of Geor- 
gia’s “law” governing the use and sale 
of firecrackers been so clearly illustrat- 
ed as during the Christmas holidays. 

“John Doe” and anyone else who 
wanted to bought explosives at roadside 
shacks thrown up near county lines. Ag- 
riculture benefited not one iota. The man- 
ufacturers and salesmen of fireworks 
must have made a killing. 

The devices they sell these days can- 
not be classified as playtoys. They are 
lethal. The more damage they can do the 
better, as was demonstrated by the sale 
and use of “M-80” and “TNT” bombs. 
Favorite targets seemed to be mail boxes 
and convertible tops. There were some 
injuries, as was to be expected. 

Thus it will be until such time as 
the General Assembly dries up the source 
by forbidding the sale of fireworks and 
also the shooting thereof—even for scar- 
ing crows in the agricultural fields of 
skyscrapers along the busiest streets in 
Georgia. 

The Legislature will be remiss in its 
duty if it fails to come up with an out- 
right ban on fireworks at the coming 
session.

* Cuban refugees still are arriving in 
this country at a rate of 5,000 a week. 
There are now more than 120,000 of them

The need for reforms within these bodies 
has been apparent for some time but has 
become especially urgent in recent years. 

The report’s criticisms of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission, the Federal Power 
Commission and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in each instance pointed to 
their failure properly to serve the pub- 
lic interest. It supports charges that these 
commissions fail to regulate and that they 
are weighted on the side of the very in- 
terests they are supposed to police. 

The Landis report charges extraordi- 
nary spectacles of administrative defects 
in each of the agencies. The Federal Pow- 
er Commission, it said, “without question 
represents the outstanding example in the 
federal government of the breakdown of 
the administrative process.” 

Those who have observed the FPC in 
action certainly are aware of how rate- 
fixing under the Natural Gas Act has 
been “terribly costly to the public.” Lit- 
erally hundreds of rate-fixing cases await 
decision while the public pays. Here in 
Atlanta, for instance, two wholesale rate 
increases had to be passed on to con- 
sumers within a year without FPC action 
on either. 

Regulatory agencies were set up origi- 
nally to protect the public. It’s time their 
original function was restored. Congress 
and the new administration should give 
top priority to this objective.

Carnage on Highways 
Has Left Its Message 


Everything that the undermanned 
State Patrol could do was done to hold 
highway accidents to a minimum during 
the Christmas holidays. 

Yet it was the state’s most tragic 
Christmas since 1951. The toll was third 
highest in the nation. It was a weekend 
scarred with a high number of deaths, 
injuries, heartbreak and a large amount 
of property damage. 

Perhaps some lessons can be learned 
from the carnage. 

Col. William Trotter, head of the 
Georgia Public Safety Department, said 
the fatalities can be blamed on negligence, 
inattention and violations of the law. 

It also should be noted that 14 per- 
sons were killed in the periods from 
4 to 7:30 p.m. and the others in a 2%- 
hour period around midnight. 

All motorists should bear these find- 
ings in mind as New Year’s weekend ap- 
proaches. Extra caution should be ex- 
ercised to .prevent it from becoming 
bloodied with tragedy as were the holi- 
days just past.

Kennedy Cabinet Is Product of 20th Century 


President-elect Kennedy, who. has been mov- 
ing slowly and cautiously in shaping his ad- 
ministration, is stepping up his pace. He 
resumed his conferences with congressional lead- 
ers the day after Christmas, revealing further 
evidence of a dynamic program to be present- 
ed the country after inauguration. 

What the program will be and how fast it 
will move’ probably, can be gauged by his 
Cabinet appointments and the men he has 
chosen for other top posts. Latest of these is his 
selection of Walter W. Heller to be chairman 
of the Council of Economic Advisers. 

Heller is an intellectual, scholarly and articu- 
He is a nationally recognized authority on 
public finance and tax policy. The agency he 
heads will be given a greater role in shaping

philosophy. He recognizes we are now 
‘@ mild recession but is more concerned with

which addresses itself to government. He thus 
advocates a system of flexible tax rates adjust- 
ed to economic conditions and a revision of the 
tax structure. 

The Kennedy administration will be a prod- 
uct of the 20th century. The Cabinet is the 
youngest in history; its average in age is 47. 
The 10-man group represents the new genera- 
tion of young executives and managers, char- 
acterized by intellectualism and_ professional 
competence, All are college graduates.and three 
are Phi Beta Kappas. Two are lawyers, two 


are corporation executives, one is a banker, one - 


a foundation executive and four are professional 
politicians. 

It is obvious that the Cabinet make-up is 
one that will produce ideas and vigorous action 
in the Kennedy mold. But it also appears ob- 
vious that there will be no wild experimentation. 
The administration is geared to moderation, 
neither reactionary nor ultra-liberal. And there

Stone Mountain 
Needs a Face 


Today Gov. Vandiver breaks ground for the 
Stone Mountain memorial project which promises 
a glittering return for the state in prestige and 


money. One thing still doesn’t sit right, though. 

The 4i6-acre lake turning around two-thirds of the mountain 
base, with swimming beaches and an antebellum riverboat, will be 
fine. So will the four-mile railroad carrying Civil War trains; the re- 
production of a plantation, the roads and the gardens. We may even 
steel ourselves to ride the cables of the air lift 350 feet up into the 
air in order to look down upon these wonders. 

But the recommended treatment of the carving on the moun- 


tain’s scarp doesn’t sit right. ‘ 


. 
Since 1928 the Lukeman figures of Lee, Davis and Jackson have 


waited in a ghostly granite mist of incompletion on the mutilated face 
of the mountain. Six distinguished art authorities have now examined 
the abandoned memorial and advised us only to clean it up and leave 
it as it is, unfinished. They found the mountain tends to peel like an 
onion. And the light is wrong anyway. Put any sculpture at the base 
of the mountain, they advised, and leave the mountainside unfinished 


as a memorial to futility. 


The unarguable artistic value of this solution, as Frank Daniel 
has grasped it, would be that it would represent “‘the ambitions and 


conceptions of another generation, 


its strength and weakness.’’ A 


futile effort to make a monument to a futile cause. 
But it just doesn’t sit right. It is a futile history that fails to 


learn from a futile past. 


The cause was lost. Nonetheless it was a part of our history. 
Whether a cause is won or lost, the history of it should be full. To 
leave the memorial half done would put a penalty on the present, 


not the past. 


If we are unable to perceive clearly what occurred a century ago, 
we are surely confused about the values of the present. We can either 
leave a clear story to the ages, or a tentative chapter. Perhaps the 
artists find a symbolism in this stillborn monument that [| do not 
detect. To me, the honorable symbol of defeat is to record it clearly 

go on, not to take some caviling half-step of equivocation and 
quit. The symbol of this ‘unfinished memorial is not, to me, a failure 
of the Old South, but a failure of the New. This thing memorializes 


a hangfire, not peace. 


Is it too late to hope that our mountain movers will let the 
sloughing and the light go hang, and take the advice of sculptors 
like Julian Harris, who also has proposed that we clean up the Luke- 
man figures—but that we finish them to the present scale in the 


process?

Cries about “keeping out 
of war’’ were. easy and popular 
then—as cries. about ‘‘anti-colon- 
ialism” are easy and popular 
now. 

It is easy now to say, as Church 
is saying, that we should com- 
pletely throw in with the various 
African ‘“independence’’ move- 
ments, beginning with that in 
French Algeria. We should no 
longer vote in the United Na- 
tions, says Church, with ‘“‘such 
notorious colonial powers as 
Spain, Portugal, South Africa, 
France and Great Britain.”’

The danger today is that we 
may become so allured by the 
prospect of doin; something 
about the Electoral College, which 
is now just about everyone’s tar- 
get, that we fail to make the most 
needed reform. 

I am not arguing that some re- 
form of the Electoral College is 
not desirable. It is. 

But what is more urgent and 
more needed than a change in the 
Electoral College is a uniform 
state and federal election law 
which will do the following: 

1. Provide .the same _ voting 
rights and protections to every 
citizen of the United States in 
electing the president, vice presi- 


. dent and members of Congress. 


2. Provide better enforcement of 
the election laws so as to reduce 
the corroding evil of voting ir- 
regularities, false count . and 
fraud. 

This 1960 presidential election 
should warn us all that just one 
vote—our own vote—can decide 
who shall be president. 

That is why it is absolutely im- 
perative to strengthen and perfect 
the election laws so as to insure 
the integrity of the popular vote. 

In light of the verdict of the 
Electoral College, it is now pos- 


. 


sible to stress the need for a uni- 
form, more enforceable national 
election law without in any way 
appearing to discredit Kennedy’s 
victory. 

It has been clearly established: 

That there have been districts 
where more votes were cast than 
people living there. 

That citizens, who had careful- 
ly registered, went to the polls to 
find their registrations carefully 
**lost.”’ 

That thovsands of citizens were 
disfranchised because of inequita- 
ble and uneven absentee ballot 
laws. 

What can be done? 

We need a uniform state-federal 
election law to insure the right of 
all qualified citizens to vote for 
president, vice president and 
members of Congress — plus bet- 
ter guarantees against fraud and 
irregularitity.

Since he first faced this diffi- 
culty Kennedy has shown a grow- 
ing awareness that if he contin- 
tinued to exalt minor posts as he 
did in his opener the American 
people would mirthfully recall the 
administration the grand inquisi- 
tor complained of in ‘‘The Gondo- 
liers’’—‘‘where every one is some- 
body, then no one’s anybody.” 

This comparison was_ invited 
when he said in his second ap- 
pointment—of Gov. Mennen Wil- 
liams of Michigan to be as- 
sistant secretary of state for Afri- 
can affairs—that it is “‘a position 
of responsibility second to none 
in the new administration.” 


Since then Kennedy has been 
more careful of inflationary lan- 
guage about the government 
posts he is filling. 

For example, on being ques- 
tioned what his ‘‘relationship’’ to 
the incoming secretary of state, 
Dean Rusk, ‘“‘would be,”’ he said: 
“Well, the president bears par- 
ticular responsibility’ in the field 
of foreign affairs . . . under the 
Constitution . . . which only he 
can bear.”

No State in History Ever Has 


The Louisiana Legislature, which does some strange and awesome things, 
x is about to put its new law against illegitimate children into effect. This 
es should be a sight for all of those who hope to cure the social and moral ills 


of the world by passing a nice, fresh, down-with-sin law. The law, passed by the last session and 
expected to go into effect Jan. 1, will exclude illegitimate children from welfare aid—an estimated 
22,000 children who are already short fathers and now must forego eating. And it looks like it may 
also put on short rations thousands of unfortunate so-called “‘legitimate’. children because. of 
course, the federal government can be counted on to withdraw its 60 per cent contribution to Loui 
siana’s dependent children program. 


States all around us have con- 
sidered doing the same thing 
that Louisiana has done but 
happily most of them reached 
the same conclusion that Geor- 
gia did. In North Carolina, they 
considered a bill providing for 
compulsory _ sterilization for 
mothers of two illegitimate chil- 
dren.

every month,’ Harry Golden, 
the Charlotte editor and sage, 
reported. “‘The North Carolina 
Legislature, however, was well- 
informed that this is not the 
reason for illegitimacy.

While we watch Louisiana, 
maybe we would do well to 
think of ways of combatting the 
problem which throughout the 
South is predominantly Negro. 
Economic privation, the lack of 
opportunity to be somebody, to 
do something useful and re- 
spectable in this world, all 
breed a sense of resignation and 
hopelessness and are all causes. 
Maybe we will learn from 
Louisiana that these things are

The situation was so serious the 
government previously had sta- 
tioned paratroopers around key 
installattons throughout Belgium 
to protect them against violence 
py the 600,000 estimated strikers. 


Socialist Party sources said 400 
Socialist mayors throughout Bel- 
gium are defying orders by the 
Ministry of Interior to report the 
names of striking civil servants. 
They. predicted all 800 Socialists 
of the 2,700 mayors in Belgium 
would do the same. 


POLICE STAND BY 


In Brussells, strikers shouted 
“down with Eyskers” and “gen- 
eral strike to the finish” as they 
swarmed through the streets past 
mounted police and truckloads of 
riot police armed with clubs and 
tear gas. 


Belgium went through its black- 
est Christmas since the war with 
electricity cut, transportation 
halted and holiday packages lying 
for days in post offices. Tension 
began rising again Tuesday when 
the holiday ended. 


Both sides hardened their atti-

hit by cars, there were cars that 
turned over. 


DON’T KNOW WHY 


“But we don’t always know why: 
Why did a car leave the road? 
The driver is dead, and he’s the 
only one who knows. 


“There is just no reason at all 
for head-on collissions, but they 
happen. 


“We will probably set us a new 
yearend record this year for the 
number of deaths on the road.” 


NOT FAR TO GO 


The total hasn't for to go to set 
a new record. Worst yearend rec- 
ord—the Christmas and New Year 
total combined—so far was set in 
1938 when 28 were killed in the 
Christmas holidays and 11 during 
the New Year’s holidays. 


The figure already stands at 28 
for this year, and there are thou- 
sands more cars on the road now. 

Thirty-five were killed in the 
two-holiday period in 1959, and 36 
died on the roads in 1951. 


Maj. Burson has some other 
ideas about enforcement that he 
believes would cut down on the 
number of deaths, but ‘‘they all 
cost money.” 


The National Safety Council has 
recommended that the minimum 
number of patrolmen needed on 
Georgia roads is 550, Maj. Burson 
said. “‘We can put 450 on the road 
by using GBI men, administra- 
tive personnel and just everybody 
in the shop,” he said. “Normal 
complement is 350—and that’s a 
far cry from the recommended 
550.” 


RATIO TOO LOW 


Burson, who commands the uni- 
formed men of the patrol, said 
that the number of patrolmen had 
not increased in proportion to the 
general population and the in- 
creased number of _§ drivers. 
*‘We've got more men now than 
before, but the ratio of patrolman 
to driver is not high enough.” 


As far as enforcement goes, 
Maj. Burson wants to see un- 
marked cars and even officers in 
civilian clothes. 


“Connecticut has just about the 
safest record in the nation—if not 
the safest,” the major pointed 
out. “They call the commanding 
officer of the patrol up there 
‘Sneaky.’ He says he doesn’t care 
because he’s dealing with sneaky 
people. 


“In Connecticut the patrolmen 
use unmarked cars, and helicop- 
ters, radar, officers in civilian 
clothes, even officers riding buses 
as spotters. They catch 'em any- 
way they can, but they catch ‘em. 


“But the people of Connecticut 
get home alive.” 


Some other recommendations of 
Maj. Burson: 


“We need a uniform traffic 
court system. You can get away 
with something with a minimum 
fine in some counties and get the 
book thrown at you in others. 


HITS FEE SYSTEM 

“‘And we need to do away with 
the fee system. It is only human 
nature for an elected officer of the 
law to go easier on his voters than 
on somebody passing through, but 
if he’s on the fee system, he’s got 
to make his money somewhere. 


“This means that some local 
dangerous drivers are still driv- 
ing when htey should have had 
their driving privileges lifted long 
ago.” 


Public Safety Director William 
P. Trotter blamed Georgia’s 28- 
death traffic toll partly on willful 
law violation. 


Negligence and inattention, he 
said, were other factors in the 
highway slaughter. 


SOUNDS OF DEATH 


Until something is done to make 
the roads of Georgia safe, the hor- 
rible sound of highway death will 
continue. ...

“We, the Grand Jury of Fulton 
County for the November-Decem- 
ber term, 1960, after exhaustive 
investigation, hereby decline to 
confir mthe appointment of Mr. 
Standish Thompson for said term 
of office.” 


TAX COLLECTING 


Harold Sheats, Fulton County 
attorney, said he is convinced op- 
position to *‘‘Mr. Thompson did 
stem from the fact that he pressed 
the collection of taxes fearlessly 
and aggressively.” 


“And no one loves a tax col- 
lector,” Sheats added. 


“IT would not imply any criti- 
cism of the grand jury because 
they did hold exhaustive hearings 
and were willing to hear from 
anyone who wanted to be heard,” 
Sheats said. 


DIDN’T ELABORATE 


The September-October Jury de- 
clined to confirm Thompson's ap- 
pointment but did not elaborate 
except to say it believed it was 
acting “in the best interests of 
the county.”

there was a chance 10 tricks could 
be taken at a club contract but 
not at spades. 


Mrs. Schenken now could have 
raised to five clubs — she could 
hardly bid four spades, having

That is the cer- 
tainty,” said Dr. C. P. Snow. 


STATISTICAL TRUTH 


“We know, with the certainty 
of statistical truth, that if enough 
of these weapons are made — by 
enough different states—some of 
them are going to blow up,” he 
declared 


“Through accident, or folly, or 
madness—but the motives don’t 
matter.” 


“We are faced with an either/ 
or, and we haven't much time,” 
Snow told a meeting of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science.

InCab Suit 


Plaintiffs in a suit to desegre- 
gate taxicabs here say Atlanta 
police have been enforcing segre- 
gation of cabs more than 20 years. 


The two Negro plaintiffs said 
police here have been ‘“‘accost- 
ing’’ cab drivers and forcing them 
to ‘“‘dislodge’’ Negro passengers 
not riding in cabs marked ‘‘color- 
ed only.” 


This practice, they added, car- 


ries with it threats of license 
revocations when cabs “are 
caught not honoring the police 


enforced custom of racially segre- 
gating the use of the cabs.” 
MORE SPECIFIC 

The plaintiffs’ statements came 
in response to instructions from 
U.S. District Judge Frank A. 
Hooper to be more specific in 
their suit to desegregate Atlanta’s 
taxicabs. The suit was filed in 
federal court here last September 
by Len Holt of Norfolk, Va., and 
Wyatt Tee Walker of Atlanta, 
executive director of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference. 


Judge Hooper told the plain- 
tiffs to spell out whether the city 
has taken official steps to segre- 
gate taxicabs. 


The plaintiffs maintained that 
the city, “through its police de- 
partment and the cab regulation 
and licensing division,’ requires 
cabs to be marked ‘colored only”’ 
or “‘white only.” 


“ANCIENT IN ORIGIN” 

They added that cabs are la- 
beled “‘pursuant to written mem- 
orandum originating from time to 
time from the office of the chief 


of Atlania police.’ The regula- 
tions, they said, “‘are so ancient 
in origin that no one ean be 


found to tell exactly when such 


regulations and directives were 
first issued.”’ 
The plaintiffs listed several 


city and state laws which they 
said are used at least in spirit 
in enforcing taxicab segregation.

NEW YORK (WNS) — The 
dog may be man’s best friend— 
but a new survey proves that 
a dog’s best friend is woman. 


No matter who “owns” the 
family pup, it’s mother woo 
has to walk, feed, and bathe 
him, and supply nursing care. 
Petting and play, however, are 
“shared” by the rest of the 
family. 


The study, sponsoreu by a 
producer of veterinary me di- 
cines (Pitman-Moore), selected 
Boston, New York, Indianapolis, 
and Allentown, Pa., as a sam- 
pling which would reflect the 
national pattern. Tabulations did 
not include hunting dogs. 


Mom shoulders the whole bur- 
den in 47 per cent of house- 
holds, the personal interview 
survey revealed. Father has 
total responsibility in only 21 
per cent of a dog-owning homes, 
sons, in 20 per cent. Husbands 
and wives. divide the canine 
care-taking in 4 per cent of 
homes, mother and daughter in 
1 per cent, and mother and son 
in 1 per cent. In the rest, ev- 
erybody shares. 


Less than a tenth of cit y- 
bred dogs get cooperative care 
from the whole family, accord- 
ing to this study. 


Mother’s duties with the fami- 
ly pet are more than routine 
custodial care. She also has the 
job of house-breaking, and she’s 
usually the one who takes Rover 
to the vet for rabies and shots 
and shots and tissue-culture in- 
jections against distemper and 
hepatitis. 

A surprising fact emerging 
from this study is the high 
saturation of dog-ownership in 
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bic cities. Ne York and Bos: 
ton showed 51 per. cent of fami- 
lies keep canine pets, while 
Indianapolis showed 44 per cent, 
and Allentown, much smaller, 
showed only 38 per cent.

We live with my in-laws and whenever I 
have trouble with them, right away I notice the 
television changing. I would like to have it 
investigated by the FBI but I haven't the money. 


We have another baby. He is dead. When 
he was born the doctor advised my husband 
that I might have to have treatment for my 
nerves. But I think I'd be all right if it weren't 
for our TV.—A REGULAR READER. 


Talk to your doctor right away about these 
unusual coincidences. I don’t believe a TV set 
or anything else can be voodooed, if that’s 
what you’re afraid of.

Called the Only Way 


NEW YORK (UPI)—A group of social scientists 
Tuesday backed forced desegregation such as is now be- 
ing carried out in Southern schools as the best and pos- 
sibly only way to end race prejudice in the United States 
and criticized politicians who urged a “need for time” 


approach. 

One of the group, Dr. Kenneth 
B. Clark of City College of New 
York, mentioned _ specifically 
President Eisenhower as showing 
a “basic confusion” about the 
need for strict law enforcement 
to change social attitudes of 
whites towards Negroes. 


DOESN’T UNDERSTAND 

“When he (Eisenhower) talks 
about ‘the need for time’ and 
that we cannot hope to ‘change 
men’s hearts and minds over- 
night’. He demonstrates that he 
does not understand the difference 
between desegragation, an objec- 
tive social, legal and political 
process, and integration, a sub- 
jective, psychological and atti- 
tudinal process,” Clark said. 

The other scientists, represent- 
ing the fields of sociology, antho- 
pology and psychology agreed 
that desegregation, accomplished 
by legal force, must proceed in- 
tegration, which they said repre- 
sented a frame of mind rather 
than any physical mixing of the 
races. 

They joined in denouncing as 
scientifically unsound and harm- 
ful to the long-range interests of 
the country pleas for ‘‘modera- 
tion’”’ and gradualism” in the 
opening of previously all-white 
Social institutions to Negroes.

Aussies Salt Away 
Another Davis Cup 


Fraser and Emerson Rip 


Italian Pair in Doubles 


SYDNEY, Dec. 28 (?—The Davis Cup, symbol of 
world amateur tennis supremacy, was packed away for 
another year in the Australian vault Wednesday with 
little hope of changing its residence for the next several 


years. 


Competition for the big Interna- 
tional Trophy now is likely to be- 
come so one-sided it may become 
a farce. 


The Aussies clinched the Cup 
for the ninth time in the last 11 
years when Neale Fraser and Roy 
Emerson beat Italy’s highly tout- 
ed doubles team of Nicola Piet- 
rangeli and Orlando Sirola in the 
challenge round at the White City 
Stadium Tuesday, 10-8, 5-7, 6-2, 
6-4. 


This gave the cup holders a 
3-0 lead in the best-of-five se- 
ries and took all significance 
out of Wednesday’s final singles 
in which Sirola plays Rod Laver 
in the opening match and Piet- 
rangeli faces Fraser in the final. 
Fraser and Laver, both lef t- 
handers, captured the first-day 
singles. 


After clinching the cup in a 
brisk two-hour doubles match the 
Australian captain, Harry H 0 p- 
man, sounded a warning to fu- 
ture rivals by saying that his big 
four — Fraser, Laver, Emerson 
and Bob Mark — probably will 
remain as a Davis Cup unit for 
the next several years. 


“Our outlook is very promis- 
ing,” said the captain whose per- 
sonal record now is 10 Cup tri- 
umphs in 13 campaigns. 


On the surface there is not an- 
other team in the world capable 
of seriously challenging the ten- 
nis-minded Australians.

U.S. Ships’ 
Use Asked 
By Muellen 


WASHINGTON (®#—In a new 
move to combat the gold drain, 
Secretary of Commerce Frederick 
H. Mueller Tuesday urged Amer- 
ican business to make greater 
use of U.S. aid and sea Carriers. 


Mueller wrote letters to 1,000 
businessmen who deal in foreign 
trade asking help in reducing the 
U.S. balance of payments deficit 
which has led to heavy gold sales. 
Noting that only 10 per cent of 
the country’s exports and imports 
moves in American ships, Muel- 
ler wrote: 


“It will be appreciated if you 
will examine your own policies 
with regard to foreign shipments 
as well as personal travel to de- 
termine if it is possible for you to 
designate American-flag carriers 
—both marine and air.”’ 


Mueller said foreign business- 
men ‘“‘are more conscious of their 
countries’ interest and to a much 
greater extent insist on shipping 
via their own countries’ flags.”
